It is indicated in Cited Example 1 that the thicknesses of the IDT film and piezoelectric body 
are reduced by forming the IDT electrodes from a metal that has a density greater than that of the 
piezoelectric substrate and physically bombarding the IDT electrodes with ions. Furthermore, 
the manufacturing method in which a plurality of surface wave elements are formed on a single 
substrate and divided, etc., has always been universally known as described in Cited Example 2, 
for instance. Moreover, deciding which is performed first between the frequency adjustment 
process and division process is simply a design matter and can be determined by a person skilled 
in the art as desired.
